God's 
Aſpect to us-ward, not properly that of a Credizer, but that of a Re&or and 
Fudge : The perſon Chriſt ſuſtained, and the parthe aCted, nor in a ſtrict 
ſenſe that of a Surety, paying the very Debt in kind, and ſo diſcharging a 
Bond ; but that of. a Mediator expiating our Guilt, and making Reparati- 
ons to-Divine Juſtice another way than by the execution ot the Law. And 


- indeed, the very nature of a Lawis ſuch, as ir is quite impoſlible that the 


Obligation either of its Threatning or Command, ſhould in a proper ſenſe 
be fulfilled, By any other than the very perſon threatned and commanded ; 
alizs here makes a/iud. If another ſufferthe Penalty, the chreatning is not 
fulfilled : Nor if another performs the Duty, the Command : for the Ob- 
ligation as to Puniſhment lies on the perſon threatned ( noxs caput ſequitur ) 
and that to Duty on the perſon Commanded, it cannot be fulfilled in kind 
by another, bur jt ceaſes to be the ſame thing, and becomes another thing 
from that in the Obligation; yet it may be ſuch anocher ching ( and Chriſt s 
Righteouſhels { both active and paſlive) really is fuch ) as the ReQtor or 
Judge may accept of with Honour, and be ſatisfied with, as if the very 
ſame thing had been ſuffered and done juſt in the ſame manner, as the

This being obtain'd, that the Lord Chriſt hath Redeemed us, not by way 
of Solution, or diſcharging a Bond, by payment in kind, bur by way of 
Satifaftion, or making Amends to the injur'd Juſtice of the Law : Ir fol- 
lows from the Reaſon and Nature of the thing: 

I, That God pardons freely ; we are not only beholding to Chriſt for 
ſatisfying, but to God too infinitely, for accepting of any SatisfaCtionatall ; 
he might have refuſed it ; he had done Sinners no wrongif he had executed 
the Rigour of the Law, without hearkening to terms of Reconciliation. 
Quite contrary, a Creditor doth not pardon the Debtor, when the Surery 
hath diſcharged the Bond by full payment in kind; the Debror is beholding 
indeed to his Friend the Surety, but not all coche Creditor, who cannot re» 
fuſe tocancel che Bond ; nay, it were wrong and injuſtice in him if he did.

x. The Reaſon hereof is pug from God, the irur'd Law-giver of the 
World ; who ſeeirg ir was at his liberty. ro accept of SarisfaCtion or no, hath 
of neceſlity the right to make his own terms, when, and how far forth, and 
in what manner and metÞod he will condeſcend to admit the Sinner to the 
actual benefit of Chriſt's Satisfaction. ; 

2. Ard partly roo frem Chriſt ; for as he is the wine, or Mediator be- 
tween God and Man, a friend to both Parties; nay, a perſon conſiſting of both 
Natures; the offended and offending ; he is ingaged neceſfarily by virtue both 
of Office and Perſon, to eſpouſe with equal tenderneſs of regard the Inte- 
reſts of both Parties; for he is really concerned in them both; they are his 
Concernments as well as theirs. True indeed, a Surety that diſchargeth a 
Bond by full payment in kind, he ſuftains and bears only the perſon of the 
Debtor, minds only his Indemwity , doth what he doth upon his Account, and 
for his fake. But our great Mediatcy muſt conſultnot only our Impunity, but 
bis Father's, yea, and his own Honour; and therefore T=a: 5 is itn, ger 
you hence all you that either yet never did, or that do not now repent, be- 
keve, and conſcientioufly endeavour to obey ; here's not the leaft jot of 
Benefit for you in the caſe you arein, from this Redemption : for, how in- 
kite ſoever the Merit of Chriſt's Satisfaction is, it conferrerth nothing aCtu- 
ally upon any perſon that hath net aCtually a Goſpel-claim and Title co 
pleadir betore God. The immediate effect aQually reſulting from Chriſt's 
performance, the procuring the Goſpel-Covenant to be ratifted by his Fa- 

ther, as a Law, whereby Sinners upon the terms propounded, become re- 
concileable unto God ; aCtually it is of force to all that have, but to none 
wat want the Conditions of it. Now the keeping this Gofpel-Covenant, 
God expects from us in perfon (tho' by the Aﬀrtance of his Spirit, which he 
bath prunuſed to give to them that hnmbly and earneſtly ask it of him, 
Lyke 11.1.) To affirm that'Chriſt hath kept the Goſpel for us too, is to ur- 
ter the moſt ſelf-contradifting Blaſphemy and Abſurdity imaginable; as if 
he could repent, or believe in himſelf, free, except, or cancel our Obligation 
to obey the Moral Law, by his own obeying it ; 2s if Chriſt had ſo done all, 
that pothing remains to be done on our part. Such ſtrange extreams do 
ſome Men run into, that to avoid Juſtification by Works ( by an «wel wt

God cannot be free, except the Sinner become either a ſenſeleſs Starue, 
meerly pailive, or (which is yer worſe ) have a writ of eafe ro be quite 
zile , or (which is worſt of all) a Licenfe ro Sin by Prerogative.

and Afﬀictions are Puniſhments ſtill. True indeed upon Chriſt's SatisfaCtion 
made, God and he are agreed, that a beheving Sinner ſhould not be puniſh- 
ed with the everlaſting deſtruCtive Penal:y threatned ( by whoſoever believes 
ſhall not periſh ) Joh. 3. 16, but they are not, that he ſhall not be, for he is pu- 
niſhed with the temporal carreftive Puniſhments of the threatning, as Sick- 
nefs, and natural Death ; yet, even theſe (through infinice Goodneſs fo order- 
ing and diſpoſing it) prove much more a Benefit,than a Penalty to a Believer..
